It i» lawful for Canadians to export liquor, even when they 


cannot sell it at home, and their government has a considerable 
rtrenue from the export duties. It is said to make about $1,000- 
•00 out of every 40,000 cases of whisky smuggled into the 
Vetted States. 


Canada, according to dispatches from Ottav/a, might agrse 


to forbid the shipment of liquor from Great Lakes ports and 
refuse clearance papers to siago'ng vessel? with liquor cargoes 
for ti»e Americrn twelve-mile line, provided our government 
had "srmethfng to trade" for thoce concessions. There is little 
to offer i.i return.
